$166,000,000, Before the war it was

places in the sanitarlum, Dr. R, B 
Jenkins, city medical health 
stated Wednesday that there were 97 
tubercular cases in Edmonton which 
are not hospitalized, These are clas- 
sified as 20 far advanced, 34 moder- 
ate. 16 incipient, 21 quiescent, two sur- 
gical and four other types 

Dr. Jenkins stated that it was obvi- 
ous that such cases constituted a con- 
siderable danger to the community, 
particularly where the patient is oblig- 
ed to live in close contact with other 
members of his family. In addition to 
the 97 cases which are not in hospitals 
44 Edmonton residents are suffering 
from the “white plague” and are be- 
ing treated either in the Keith san- 
itarium or in city hospitals. 

Dr, Jenkins’ proposal is that the 
advanced cases now in the overcrowd- 
ed sanitarium bejng brought back to 
the city and their places taken by 
| patients in the initial stages of the 
diseases and whom sanitarium treat- 
ment can cure, 

'To this end he recommends that the 
provincial government be asked to in- 
crease its grant for tubercular patients 
from 50 cents to one dollar per day 
It is a'so suggested that the fund set 
aside by the eity for the treatment of 
cases in the sanitarium be made avail- 
able for cases treated at city hospitals.

Wickersham Commission ‘Tuesday

| flagrant liquor Jaw violations within 
| its borders, 

One survey—of Tlinois—laid with 
the others before the senate, spoke 
frankly of widespread corruption 
among public officials. It listed the 
names of 330 reputed Chicago gang- 
sters together with thelr gources of 
revenue, and reported such details as 
the discovery of “large quantities of 
poison dipped bullets” in rooms said 
to have been occupied by Al Capone's 
followers.

ments of agriculture will see that western 
farmers have seed grain with which to 
sow their fields, or that if any fail to get 
seed that will be the fault of themselves 
or of the municipal councils.

THE LISTENER HAS SOME RIGHTS 

The Alberta legislature, without dis- 
sent, approved the principle that broad- 
casting should be nationalized, and urged 
that the Dominion parliament proéeed to 
put into effect the policy that is outlined 
in the Aird report. 

The members, it may be inferred, have 
bought receiving sets, have “‘listened in” 
to the blatant advertising propaganda 
that emanates from United States broad- 
casting stations, and have noted the 
tendency of some Canadian broadcasters 
to follow that inglorious lead. 

Commercialized broadcasting means 
exactly that. The end in view is to obtain 
for the broadcasting station the maximum 
amount of revenue that can be secured by 
selling time for advertising announce- 
ments. The idea of using the radio for the 
entertainment or education of the listener 
takes second place.

Conditions in Canada have not reached 
that cxtceme stage of perfection or im- 
perfection. Some credit for that must be 
given to the Cahadiah broadeasters, But 
a large »art of it ie due to the fact that 
Canadian advertisers are fewer and less 
cotifident of the value of radio publicity. 
The logic of the situation is that, if 
allowed to follow the commercial impulse 
broadcasting here would generally take 
the same course it has taken south of the 
border. , 

The Aird report does not demand ot 
contemplate the exclusion of advertising 
from radio programs. But it does propose 
that broadeasting be de-commercialized 
and made a public service, in which the 
interests of the listener shall be given 
precedence, and not the financial instinet 
of the broadcaster. In urging the applica- 
tion of that policy, the legislature is in line 
with the finding of a commission which 
made a thorough study of the whele 
question from a disinterested stand-point, 
and in line also with the idea that the 
listener has some right to say what is to 
come over the air.

ERRORS tN REDUCING 

Among the more common errors made by those 
who are trying to reduce are some Which are ineffee- 
tive, and others Which are actually harmful. It ts 
to the last class of errors which much of the beilef 
about danger of fedticing has arisen. Reducing is not 
dangerous if it is properly done, and I have never 
seen a fat person that was not benefited by reducing 
the weight to normal through careful dieting, One 
Of the commen mistakes is to avoid drinkitig water 
on the supposition that this will rédute the weight. 
There art a few cases where some of the exvess weight 
is due to the accumulation of dropsical fliid, a8 may 
oetur in kidnéy and heart diseases, where the water 
should be restricted, but these are not cases Of obe- 
sity, for there is no relation of fat to the amount of 
water consumed. There may be # slight rediiction of 
welght when first discontinuing the use of water, 
but this in only temporary and is due to a less than 
normal amount of water in the body and not to a 
lessened amount of fat. Much damage may be done 
the body by so restricting the water, because water is 
needed to flush out the toxins and waste products 
which are so abundant during any reduting systetn. 

Another method which was poptlar a short time 
ago was the use of medicines and preparations con- 
taining thyroid extract. This is a very powerful drug, 
and should never be taken except upon a physician's 
advice. In many cases thyroid extract has a very 
disastrous effect upoti the one who is trying to reduce, 
rhe remedies which are used externally are not usu- 
ally as dangerous as they are ineffective, Many of 
them contain white jodihe or epsom salts, 

Another method which some have tried with dis- 
tressing results is going without sufficient sleep, This 
has resulted in a loss of weight in some cases; but at 
a tremendous loss of vitality. Those who go without 
sleep too long wreck their health and resistance to 
disease so that they become easy préy to colds, pneu- 
monia, tuberculosis, nervous and even mental disor- 
ders. 
Exercise, while really helpful in many cases, is not 
of very much value by itself in reducing, For one 
thing, it increases the appetite for the heavy fat- 
ly is quickly regained. Exercises unless properly 
regulated may cause harm. 

Massage is frequently employed in reducing, and 
while it is véry helpful in addition to a diet, it will 
not cause much reduction by itself. During a dieting 
or fasting regimen, the massagé may be of value in 
improving the circulation of the blood through fatty 
deposits, causing them to be absorbed more quickly 
than fat in other parts of the body. For this reason 
it is very helpful in some cases, but a8 an anjunet. 

Taking everything into consideration, there is only 
one safe method of reducing the Weight to normal, 
atid that is for the obese oe to adhere strictly to a 
safe reducing diet. Not every diet will prove satisfac- 
tory by ahy means. An improperly balanced diet 
may cause actual injury. The diet should be ar- 
ranged so that aitnough the high calorie foods are 
considerably reduced, the mineral eleméhts and vita- 
mins are plentifully supplied.

The Events Leading Up to the Tra ged 
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Parents of Famous Men

Lord Byron otice told the Matquis of Sligo that it 
was not possible for him to feel toward his mother 
as a Son ought. The reason was plaib, They had 
hothing in common Daughter of a Scots laird, 
although she had thé blood of the kings of Scotland 
in her veins, she was a plump, waddlirig wéman, of 
utterly commonplace mind. Im temper she was 
vehement and undisciplinéd while her child was 
sensitive, poetic, passionate. 

She lavished beatings as well as kisses upoh him 
~—and he could not forget the beatings, But, worst of 
all, in her tempers she mocked the crippled feet that 
tade him different from other children 

Once, after an fivalanche of epithets and curses, 
she called hin “a lame brat.” A wicket light shone 
in his eyes, but he tured coldly caim. 

“T was born so, mothér,” he sald slowly. 
her thereafter. 

From her viewpoint, he had too much in him of 
“Mad Jack” Byron, his father. “Mad Jack.” selfish 
and unscrupulous, had brought romance iiito her 
life, but he aiso had wrecked her happiness. 

She had been Catherine Gorton, heiress to 
something like $110,000 after the suicide of her father, 
an Aberdeenshire lairfi, Meéting Byron at the famous 
resort, Bath, she was an Casy victim to his manly 
charms and aristocratic graces. She must have known 
that he only sought her tioney, bul she hid the truth 
from herself. 

“Mad Jack's” story was well known. He was not 
in the direct line of succession of the Lords Byron 
and so had become an officer in His Majesty's guards. 
He served in America, Returning to England, disso- 
Jute and hardened, although he was still a mere 
stripling he won the love of the beautiful 23-year-old 
wife of the heir to the Dukedom of Leeds. He was 
only 22 when she separated from her husband and 
three children and married him. She brotight him 
not only youlh and beauty but an income of $20,000 
a year, 

But her income died with her in 1784, and so 
Penniless Jack, searching for un heiress, came back 
to England and met Miss Gordon. 

He carried her off to France atid speedily spent the 
bulk of her é@state. Which was not as large as he 
thought, In less than two years they were back ti 
England, with only $750 a year iaft to them.

As soon as 
possible he returned to Frahce. He died in his 36th 
year, a victim, it is said, of his own hand. 

Somehow Catherine Gotdon, for she preferred her 
name to that which marriage brought ber, struggled 
along. But her hardships were to end. In 1798, the 
fifth Lord Byron died, His s 1 and his grandson 
being already deceased, the title and estate went to 
his grandnephew, the crippled son of “Mad Jack” 
Byron.

It Doesn’t Matter So Much in What Cir- 
cumstances a Child Is Placed by Fate as It 
Does What His Mother Thinks About Them 


The most important thing in the world to a child is his mother's point 
of view, for it ia through her eyes that he first sees life, and the way she 
looks at things fixes the angle at which he sees them as long as he lives, If 
a mother is gay and optimistic and courageous, her children will meet what- 
ever life brings them with a high heart, but if mother is a dark-blue pessi- 
mist her children will be despairing cowards who will surrender to fate with- 
out ever putting up a fight. If a mother is 
ambitious, her children will be go-getters, 
If she is frugal and a good manager they 
will know hi to save and how to get the 
most out of a dollar, but if she is one of the 
women who have no purpose in life, no de- 
sire to achteve anything, who is self-indul- 
gent and wasteful, her children will almost 
invariably be the kind who take the easiest 
way and who never amount to a row of pins, 


It doesn’t matter half so much in what 
circumstances a child is placed by fate as 
it does what his mother thinks about 
them. Whether even poverty is a curse 
or a blessing to a youngster depends upon 
his mother’s attitude toward it.

Mrs. Ayscough, who is lecturing im 
America this spring, was born in 
China, her father owned a Mine ot 
steamers that sailed the Yangtze; she 
grew up there, was married there and 
has spent most of her life there, In 
the many courtyards of her home at 
Kiangsu on the Yangtze, several faml- 
lies of Chinese children grew up 

“These children are loved aud, ac- 
cording to western standards, spoiled,’ 
Mrs, Ayscough said, “Especially the 
boys, But, of course, the Chinese 
think some western notions of up- 
bringing the height of absurdity, They 
have never been able to see why we 
command children. They say, “Until 
a child ig old enough to appreciate au 
example, Why is he to be bothered 
with commands?” Little Chinese 
children, under the old traditional 
system, were always allowed to do 
what they liked, without interference 
or rulss, 

Mrs, Ayscough mentioned discussing 
the diametrically opposed ideas of 
child training with her teacher, "Mr, 
Cultivator of Bamboos.”

The new administration building 
has been built at a cost of about 
$900,000 
It is five storeys in height and is 


275 feet x 54 feet and faces on 109 
street 

There are two wings each 64x43 feet 
running back frem either end, thug 
giving the building a depth ot 100 feet 
on tne ends, 

Structure is of steel with reinforced 
concrete floors, with walls of brick and 
hollow tile, with five-foot stone ashlar 
face of Tyndall Manitoba stone, giving 
an almost white appearance, 

The exterior design harmonizes with 
the main building in classic detail 
The main front is strongly influenced 


in its design by an adaptation of 
classical motifs of Corinthian order 
The pavilions on either end of the 


front and ends are of the same order, 
The main entrance leads to a large 


rotunda, floored with rubber tile in 
pleasing design The walls of the 
rotunda are finished in imitation 
| tavertine stone As one enters the 


rotunda attention is drawn to a large 
circle head glassed window over the 
stair leading to the second floor, 
HERALDIC DESIGN 

This design is heraldic, being 
coat of arms of the province sur- 
mounted by the Regal Crown, The 
whole of this is interesting!y enriched 
| with a border in which the Wild Rose, 
Alberta's emblem, is used as a motif 

The corridors of each floor run the 
length of the building and are furn- 
ished with pannelled ceilings and haye 
a two-tone color scheme on the walls, 
Floors and corridors are of rubber tile 
with the exception of the first floor, 
in terrazzo squared off with brass 
strips with mosaic tle border, 

Two elevators, the last word in per- 
fection, will facilitate inter-floor com-~ 
munication, ‘These are installed on 
either side of the main statrease, with 
elevator doors etched in bronze dis- 
playing the provincial coat of arms 

Floor space is 87,700 square feet 
|with 658,000 square feet for office 
space Fach floor has an average of 
600 square feel vaull space

Wyatt, of the faculty, U. of A., would 
solve the provincial coal problem, or 
Set upon its fect “Alberta's second 
largest industry.” 

He then suggested an 
to the Act providing for two deputy 
ministers, one as deputy minister of 
lands and the other deputy of mines, 
as he felt. each was of sufficient im- 
portance to engage the attention of 
one man 

There was a feeling in the province 
that because the government was col- 
loquially known as @ “farmers’ govern- 
ment” that it was legislating against 
industrial development and that ap- 
pointment of deputies such as he sug- 
gested would go a long way toward 
dispelling this idea, 

Mr. Webster suggested that the gov- 
ernment might inquire of the ofl on- 
erators whether they hold the same 
opinion of the board as Mr Moyer 
said the coal operators had 

D. M. Duggan, Conservative leader, 
was inclined to support Mr. Moyer's 
idea of two deputies, while Chris Pat~ 
tinson, Labor, Edson, thought the de- 
partment should be named the depart~ 
ment of “industries, mines and labor.’ 
UPHOLDS PRINCIPLE 

Replying, Premier Brownlee said: 
“So far as I am concerned, there will 
be an advisory board in connection 
with our yatural resources. It ts not, 
& question of personnel, but the use 
of such an organization, the value of 
which has been proved by the Do- 
minion government There are many 
questions, including gas conservation, 
royalties, coal and = gas export, on 
which this committee can give good 
and valuable advice,” 

He felt certain the solution of the 
coal problem lay in extension of 
markets and in reorganization and 
possible consolidation of the industry, 
A director, acting under the Minister, 
he said, could supervise this work as 
well as a deputy minister, and the 
Act provided for such an official with 
all the powers of a deputy.
